CROSS SEEDING 

A point worthy of mention on the 
subject of plant competition has to 
do with cross seeding. This will 
smother weeds by more complete 
shading and will also give a denser 
and more uniform stand of crop 
plants over the entire area. In plant 
competition, light plays a very im- 
portant part. The weeds, particular- 
ly in the seedling stage, are smoth- 
ered with amazing ease if the crop 
can effectively shade them. In a 
cross sown field the rows run along 
and across the field and shade the 
weeds from all sides. The final re- 
sult frequently is that annual weeds 
are eliminated and a clean crop 
harvested from an otherwise weedy 
field. This applies primarily to 
grain crops, but, in certain instanc- 
es, flax so seeded on weedy land 
produced a yield of 17 bushels per 


vested from cleaner land sown in 
the ordinary manner. 

When cross seeding the amount 
of seed per acre is not increased but 
the seed is more uniformly distri- 
buted over the entire area, the 
plants are not so crowded and can 
stool out with far greater ease. In 
addition to this, the resulting stub- 
ble is more dense and will hold a 
heavy swath far better. If you are 
interested in cross seeding make a 
test of your own. Select a field of 
30 or 40 acres, Seed half of it in the 
ordinary way and the other half in 
the manner suggested above. You 
will have opportunity of making 
comparison of the relative merits on 
your own farm and under local con- 
ditions,

Annual flowers will provide an 
abundant range of form and colour 
and may be used in many ways, 
even in the smallest garden, to add 
to the appearance of the home and 
bring enjoyment and relaxation for 
the family. They are useful for 
planting around a new home until 
such time as permanent planting 
is established. Even in well estab. | 
lished perennial borders, annual 
flowers will aid in providing con- 
tinuous bloom throughout the sea- 
son.

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INVENTORY OF NORTH AMERICA| EGYPT SEEKS NEW SUPPLIERS 


MIGRATORY WATERFOWL 


‘ 


This year's midwinter inventory 
of North America’s migratory wat. 
erfowl indicated that in general the 
waterfowl stocks of the continent 
|are at a level approximately equal 
|to that of 1949, 

The inventory covered the more 
important wintering areas of game 
species of waterfowl in Canada, Al- 
|aska, and United States, Mexico 
{and the West Indies, as well as 
}parts of four countries in Central 
| America, While more than 1,200,000 
| Waterfowl were reported in Canada 
|the number wintering in the United 
| States is many times as great. 
| In British Columbia alone more 
than a million waterfowl, chiefly 
ducks, Were counted by direct ob- 
servation and aerial photography. 
| This represented an increase of 
‘about 50 per cent over 1950 figures 
|due largely to delay in southward 
| nigration on account of the mild 
| winter, 

In the Maritime Provinces almost 
90,000 waterfowl were counted. Here 
an apparent reduction from 100,000 
of a year ago may have been due to 
the mild weather permitting the 
birds to disperse among the lakes 
and marshes Whereas normally 


they tend to concentrate in a few | 


key areas, About 45,000 waterfowl 
were observed in Ontario; some 
| 32,000 in Newfoundland. Waterfowl 
Wintering in the remainder of Can- 
ada were comparatively few. 

In Eastern Canada sea ducks, 
scoters and old-squaws were gen- 
,erally more numerous than they 
| were a year ago, Black ducks were 
| fewer except in Quebec. Mallards, 
the popular game duck of Western 
sportsmen, were seen in satisfac- 
tory numbers, chiefly in the Pacific 
Coast region, The rare trumpeter 
sWan continues to respond well to 
protection. Seven hundred of these 
birds were counted on their winter- 
ing grounds in British Columbia. 
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JAMAICA PLANS TO EXPORT 
CANNED BANANAS 


Experiments made for some time 
past by Jamaica canners are claim. 
jing to have demonstrated that mar- 
ketable canned bananas can be 
produced, Banana-canning is noth- 
ing new, but the difficulty so far 
is that the fruit turns black in the 
can, It now appears, after lengthy 
tests, that Jamaican canners have 
overcome this difficulty, and the 
Department of Commerce and In- 
dustry takes an optimistic view of 
the results. It is planned to export 
canned bananas in quantity, to the 
United Kingdom for a start.

Canadian honey recently appear- 
fed in Great Britain, though it is no

This Canadian honey has been 
placed on the market in small lots 
recently, in order to determine whe- 
ther there is still a demand for this 
product, The demand has been 
}strong, and some manufacturers 
have sought quantities for blending 
purposes, The packers have refused 
to dispose of the honey except to 
retailers, in order that as large a 
| proportion of the buying publie as 
possible may sample the Canadian
